new settlor's house, where, obtainin 
water, the frugal meal is cooked, the 
mule fed, watered and slaked out, the 
moss bod made in the tent, the pipe ol 
pence smoked, tired, weary nature calls 
from labor to refreshment, and bidding 
thc stais good night, we pass to lake 
up the trump of sleep, forgiving anil 
I'orgetliiig, and blessing the man that 
invented sleep.
